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Yasushi Ibaragi: Muhlenbergia longistolon Ohwi (Gramineae), a New Record from 
Nepal 
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During my research on Nepalese grasses, 
I found a specimen of Muhlenbergia 
longistolon Ohwi that is identified as M. 
huegerii Trin. in the Herbarium of The 
University of Tokyo (TI). The former spe¬ 
cies has not been recorded in Nepal. The two 
species resemble each other and were some¬ 


times treated synonymously (Chung 1965, 
Tsvelev 1976, Osada 1989, Probatova 
2003). However, they differ in their culm 
and rhizome characteristics (Ohwi 1949, 
Koyoma 1987). Muhlenbergia longistolon 
has unbranched, erect culms and thick rhi¬ 
zomes, while M. huegerii has branched, as-
